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We received the office action dated Nov, 15, 2006. The Examiner has considered 
the claims of Group I, which applicants previously elected. Group I includes 
claims 1-4, 6, 7 and 9-17. Applicant has filed divisional applications to address 
Groups II and HE. 

The objections mentioned by the Examiner have been addressed. Claim 6 has 
been amended to recite: "A dewaxing catalyst prepared by the following steps:" 
The steps are those recited in claims 5. 

Claim 7 has been amended to recite: "The dewaxing catalyst of claim 6, wherein 
the zeolite is SSZ-32X". 
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The claims of Group I have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. Sec. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. Sec. 103(a) as obvious over 
Zones et al (U.S. Pat. No 5,397,454). Zones et a! is directed to conversion 
processes such as hydrocracking, dewaxing, and catalytic cracking. There is no 
discussion of preparation or use of small crystal SSZ-32, as used in this invention. 
There is no teaching in Zones, et al of broad, lathe-like crystals from 200 to 400 
A in its SSZ-32 zeolite. The comparative Examples 4 and 5 of the instant 
application demonstrate the superior wax isomerization capabilities of the SSZ- 
32 of this invention, known as SSZ-32X, over earlier versions of SSZ-32, This is 
unexpected. The version of SSZ-32 taught in the instant invention is known as 
'broadband' SSZ-32. 

Zones et a! demonstrates the superiority for isomerization of a Pd ion exchanged 
SSZ-32 zeolite over and SSZ-32 zeolite that is not ion exchanged. The 
broadband SSZ-32X of the instant invention is not contemplated in Zones et al at 
all. 

It is the position of the applicants that this application is now in condition for 
allowance. The applicants request this application be passed to allowance. 
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
